1 . D1 discloses (see p 5, line 29 - p.7, and figures) a beverage making device 
(koffiemachine senseo crema) comprising a brewing chamber for enclosing a pad 
(filter 1) containing a substance from which the beverage is brewed, the brewing 
chamber having an upper wall with one or more holes through which heated water 
can enter the brewing chamber, which upper wall can hinge from a substantially 
horizontal brewing position in which the pad can be removed from the brewing 
chamber, whereby a substantial portion of the surface of said upper wall is 
provided with protrusions (see figure 3) having a height of more than 0,5mm, the 
distance between every two neighboring protrusions being less than 12mm 
(follows implicitly out of the measurements in claims 4-9 and the drawings). 

(A similar machine is described in D2, in which more details about the preamble 
are published, but which are also clearly implicitly present in D1 .) 

Hence the subject-matter of claim 1 is not novel (Art 33(2) PCT). 

2. Since the same reasoning can be made for the method claim 1 1 , this claim does 
also not meet the requirements of the PCT with respect to novelty. 

3. Dependent claims 2-10 do not contain any features which, in combination with 
the features of any claim to which they refer, meet the requirements of the PCT 
*in respect of novelty (Art. 33 (2) PCT), because their features are disclosed in 
documents D1 or D2 

*or in respect of inventive step (Art. 33 (3) PCT), because their subject-matters 
refer to features which are generally known (see e.g the documents cited in the 
search report) or which come within the scope of customary practice of a person 
skilled in the art. 
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
